We have an instance on a smaller 
scale now of the cost and incon-. 
venience of a break in the lines of 
communication. The country east | 
will not feel it very much, as it 
does not depend now, as it did ten 
years ago, on one line, but Western 
Nevada has no outlet to its mar- 
kets on the west except by the 
Central Pacific, and that promises 
to be closed to freight and heavy 
travel for some days. No mails 
have arrived since Thursday morn- 
ing and passengers who are held 
at the break will suffer a good deal | 
of inconvenience, as the burned 
bridge crossed a deep gorge where | 
trausferring will be hard. In ad- 
dition to such matters a great 
many persons will be prevented 
from traveling and lose the pleas- | | 
ure or profit they expected to gain. | 


Trade will suffer while waiting for | |

WORKING TO IMPROVE. 

—_-- 

A Natural Friend and Support te 
Reno. 

The Nevada, California & Oregon 
has been filling up the trestle-works 
on the hill north of Reno by the aid of 
steam shovels and trains. They have 
widened the cuts and used the ma- 
terial on the banks and fills, thus im- 
proving their road yery much and 
making it safe in case of snow and 
storm. The loose timber from the 
trestles was brought te Reno and used 
for platforms, etc. Two substantial 
crossings were put in for the conven- 
ience of the public, ranning from the 
Southern Pacific track clear across to 


the Plaza, but they were ordered to be 
torn up by the officers. This company 
is the only one that |has ever shown 
any disposition whatever to spend any 
money or make any improvements in 
Reno, or do anything for the good of 
the town. Neither the Central Pacific 
nor the Virginia & Truckee ever even 
built a depot here, and perhaps never 
will. They do notiown ground enough 
to te on their work properly, wile 
the N. C. & O. has bought land for 
shops, yards and extensive wood stor- 
ave. They have mairtained neat pas- 
senger and freight rdoms and offices, 
and, when they were burned down, 
erected substantial and tasty brick 
buildings for the same purposes. A 
very strong and heavy stone wall has 
been put up at their wood 
yard to protect their neighbors’ and 
their own property from risk of 
fire and a fire-proof brick and iron shop 
and engine house begun which is 
planned in sections so it can be added 
to if needed. It is the plan of the 
owners and of Mr. Gest, the manager, 
to educate their own men and build 
everything they need. Not a dollar 
will be sent away to buy locomotives, 
cars or anything that can be built 
here. The pay-rolls in future years 
will be filled With the names of those 
drawn from the couatry around who 
begin at the bottom! aud work their 
way up as far and as fast as they are 
capable of going, and no one will be 
hired to begin at the top or midway 
after the system is once organized. 
These plans will necessitate the main- 
tenance of good-sized shops and works 
somewhere on the liné and Keno ought 
to make it her busines to see that she 
gets thein herself.
